Astor persisted, saying that she wished 
to make her reply to the attacks upon 
her, and despite further interruptions, 
and speaking with considerable emo- 
tion, she completed her statement. 

Attacks Are Condemned. 

Afterwards a resolution of confidence 
in her and condemnation of the attacks 
upon her was carried, téve "audeince ris- 
ing to its feet and cheering enthusias- 
tically. 3 

Lord Astor, who was visibly aftectad, 
said he never felt so grateful to an 
audience as he did this evening. 

Lady Astor spoke in reply fo an ar- 
ticle In “John Bull,” which, she said, 
charged her with collusive conduct in 
regard to the divorce in which in 1903 
she was the petitioner, and charged 
her with insincerity and hypocrisy. 

The article slleged that while in the 
house of commons she urged that de- 
sertion. should not be made a ground 
for divorce, yet she tried to obtain her 
own divorce on that ground. That 
statement, said Lady Astor, was abso- 
lutely false. The ground of her divorce 
was adultery. There was Bo petition 
on the ground of desertion. 

Forced to Seek Divorce. 

For her part, she said she preferred 
separation, and for a time she and her 
husband lived apart,‘she having cus- 
tody of their child. She had hopéd 
‘that separation without divorce might 
provide a permanent method of deal- 
ing with her unhappy marriage, and 
that. was what she desired. 

Subsequently, on the advice of her 
father, she was leftevith no alternative 
but to take proceedings for divorce on 
the ground of adultery, which ‘she did. 
That was the story of those painful 
occurrences. 

There was, from first to last, no col- 
lusion of any sort, and counsel of ber 
former husband testified that, all 
through those wretched family difficul-

How to link it up was his problem. All 
he had to work on was a numeral— 
C 2282—on a Colt’s revolver. 

“That was the gun that was found 
beside the stranger’ he said. “We 
wrote to the Colt company the night 
the murder occurred. In a few days we 
received an answer that the company 
files showed the revolver had been sold 
to Von Lengerke & Antoine of Chicago 
in 1913. 

Find Cousin Owned Gun. 
“I assigned Detective Sergeants 


They found it had been sold to Peter 
Hoffman in 1914. There are a lot ef 
Hoffmans in Chicago, but the boys 
finally found the right man, living at 
1908 North Crawford avenue. He had 
sold it a few months later to Fred Wan- 
derer, a’cousin of Carl. 

“Our next move was to question 
Fred. Of course all this time we had 
not bothered Carl. We shadowed him 
night and day, but our:plan was to 
lull him into the belief that he was 
not under suspicion.

Two hundred and sixty-one men, 

women, and children of Chicago have 
met death in automobile accidents since 
Dec. 1, 1919, according to reports to- 
taled by the coroner’s office yesterday. 
The number exceeds that of any year 
prior to 1916. In 1919 there were 420 
fatalities.

The Russian people have done more fighting in 
this generation in Europe than any other people. 
They suffered the most in the first half of the 
world war. They suffered from revolution. They 
have fought all their European neighbors, and 
they have fought among themselves. They pre 
now fighting the Poles, and they have the largest 
and probably the best army in Europe. 

_ Russia is the only nation in Europe which is on 
a war footing, except the new republic of Poland, 
‘and possibly it is the only nation which could get 
on a war footing. The British and Freneh prob- 


ably would overthrow a government that tried 


to make war. 

The reason in Russia is docility. The Russian 
Raccepts despotism as he accepts climate. Submis. 
sion is natural. : 

- The Mongol enslaved him, and the Tartar after 
the Mongol. The Russian slaved under Ivan the 


a chattel or not, he has been attached to a despot 
as a slave. The emancipation of the serfs was 
possible, but the emancipation of the politica] slaves 
has not been. — 

The revolutionists who overthrew Nickolas tried 
to conduct a free government, but Lenin con- 
quered this government with a handful of mer- 
cenary troops and reéstablished the familiar ter- 
rorism under different outward forms. 

The despotism of Lenin is the despotism of the 
Mongol and Tartar, and the despotism of Ivan and 
ef Nicholas. Lenin can use the terror and raise 
armies just as{Ivan used the terror and raised 
armies. The material upon which Lenin works is 
the material upon which Ivan worked, and the 
methods used are about the same.

It 
is to administer the Russian empire and govern the 
Russian people by the absolutism to which they 
are accustomed and to which they submit. 

. A benevolent czar ruled for the good of the com- 
munity as he saw that good. He put down rebel- 
lions with muskets or machine guns, and sent 
rebels to prison or to Siberia. Lenin is a czar 
ruling with machine guns and executioners. He 
says it is for the good of the community. The 
czars said the same thing, and never were stronger 
in the measures.of repression that Lenin is, 

Lenin can keep an army in the field just as a 
czar Kept it in the field. The Russians fight the 
foreign enemies of the Reds just as they fought 
the enemies of the dynasty. They furnish soldiers 
now just as they furnished them when the czars 
were building up the great Russian empire by 

_conquest. Russians are fighting the Poles just as 
Russians fought the Poles. 

The Russians have no time to be tired of war. 
They do what they are told to do when a suf- 
ficient power tells them. Their habit is submission 
and their political process slavery. It is an error 
to speak of Russian democracy as if it could exist. 
The Russian character denies a democracy suc 
as other white races could have it. 

We assume from time to time that political de- 
velopments such as would be possible with English 
speaking peoples are possible with Russian péoples. 
That.assumption ignores the fact that the Russian 
people are a slave people, accustomed to despotism 
and ruled by it, whether the despotism calls itself 
an empire or a soviet. 


FORTY-EIGHT FOR THE RIGHT. 

The Committee of Forty-eight is in our midst, 
Forty-eight are enough to make any committee 
imposing, and the purpose of this committee is 
enough to make one a full committee.

éé ILL you please tell me some 
‘of the symptoms of and 
treatment for pigmented ret- 
ina?’ P. R. writes. “Is there 
any probability of its leading to total or 
Partial blindness? Is it necessarily pro- 
gressive? Ie reading detrimental, if 
glasses are well fitted?” 


I judge you refer to pigmentary degen- 
eration of the retina. This disease is as- 
sociated with wasting and atrophy of the 
optic nerve. Blindness is produced quite 
as much by the wasting gf the optic 
nerve as by the changes in the retina. 

It is progressive. Nothing can be done 
in the way of medicine or surgery tegive 
relief or to check the progress of the 
disease.’ There is no objection reading 
so long as reading can be done com- 
fortably. If glasses add to the comfort, 
wear them. 

The symptom which generally attracts 
attention is night blindness. Posey says 
that persons who can ‘see fairly well in 
the daytime suddenly become blind ag 
night comes on. This symptom causes 
the subject to consult an eye speciglist. 
When the specialist looks into the depth 
of the eye he notices peculiarly shaped 
pigment masses in the retina. When the 
ophthalmoscope is focused on the optic 
nerve it is found that that most impor- 
tant structure is shrunken and wasted.

than has been the case in the period through which 
we have been passing. , 
One specific thing beth parties might well havo 
promised, however, is the repeal of the present excess 
profite tax. Politiclane hesitate to do that because 
the misapprehension .etill obtains widely that the 
corporations which seem te pay this tax really do so 
out of their own capacious pockets. What they really 
do in most cases is merely to pass it on to the con- 
sumer, with enough additions te make it worth their 
while. If they stood the less in net income incident 
to paying this tax themssives, the result of the law. 
would be to lead them to restrict production beyond 
a certain point, when what the country needs ig in- 
creased production. Thus the excess profits tax, 
which doubtless was justifiable and s#ary when 
nothing Was more important except to Avin the war 
as quickly as possible, cannot but operate to keep the 
coat of living up.

RE-ENLISTMENT PAY.

Would you advise me to file a claim for 
same? J. 
When a man who has served one or more 
enlistments in the army reéniists within 
three months he will be given second enlist- 
ment pay. However, under the existing law 
if a man reéniiste after the three months he 
is entitled to reénlistment pay. As you wers 
inducted you should submit vour case te the 
director of finance, who will determine your 
status and advise if you have a claim for re- 
enlistment pay on the strength of the second 
term in the army.

GRAIN CROPS 
SHOW WELL 


SECTIONS 


Bread grain crops, wheat, oats, rye, 
and barley aggregate - 
bushels in the United States, or 55,000,- 
000 bushels more than indicated in 
June and 27,000,000 bushels less than 
the final returns of last year. Witha 
prospective corn crop of 2,779,000,000 
bushels, there is a total on the five 
graing 5,195,000,000 “bushels, or 
165,000,000 busheis less than last year. 
These figures are given in the govern- 
ment crop report for July, issued late 
yesterday afternoon. 

The showing of crops is good, but 
under the average. Should present 
conditions be maintained to the har- 
vest, the crops will show materially in 
excess of the yields of 1919, probably 
around 5,400,000,000 bushels for the five 
grains. 

The government weather reports and 
the private crop advices received in 
the last week suggest’ a marked im- 
provement in nearly All sections since 
the government figures were compiled. 

There is much more grain in the 
country, taking the old crops and the 
new, than there are transportation fa- 
cilities for handling, as the carryover 
is above the average and the railroads 
are behind in the movement to dis 
tributing centers. 

Wheat Above Average. 

Changes for the month are unusually 
small. Winter and spring wheat each 
increased 14,000,000 busheis during 

‘June; oats, 7,000,000. bushels; barley, 
8,000,000 bushels, and rye, 2, 600,000 
~ bushels, oats and barley exceeding last 


year’s. 


A wheat crop of 809,000,000 bushels - 


is 28,000,000 bushels more than last 
month, compared with 941,000, 000 bush- 
els last year, and is 19,000,000 bushels 
‘gbove the average. ‘There was a carry- 
over of 47,750,000 bushels on farms 
July 1, compared with 19,644,000 bush- 
els last year, and a five year average 
of 31,923,000 bushels. The farm re- 
serves, with an estimated surplus in 
necond hands for the year of 110,000,000 
pushels, make a total supply of 967,000,- 
000 bushels for all bread and seed re- 
quirements, or about 24,000,000 bushels 
less than last year’s total supply. This 
is sufficient to allow a normal consump- 
tion and a surplus of around 300,000,000 
bushels for export. 

The soft winter wheat states have a 
_erop of about 50 per cent of last year, 
er 108,000,000 bushels. Kansas, Ne-| 
braska, and Oklahoma have 199,000,000 
bushels, or about 59,000,000 bushels leas 
than last year. 

The spring wheat crop of 291,000,000 
bushels is 56,000,000 bushels above the 


average. 
Corn Prospects Good. 

Corn prospects are good, with a 
promise of 2,779,000, 000 bushels, 
against 2,917,000,000 bushels harvested 
last year, and are 30,000,000 bushels 
above an average. The acreage of 
corn, 103,648,000, compares with 102,- 
075,000 acres harvested last year and a 
five year average of 107, 496,000 acres. 
The condition of corn on July 1 was 
84.6, against 86.7 last year and a ten 
year average of 83.8. 

In the seven surplus corn states 
there is the promise of 1,451,000,000 
- bushels, or 13,000,000 bushels less than 
last year’s harvest. 

A fairly good showing is made by 
oats, with 1,322,000,000 bush or 74,- 
. 30,000 bushels over last year and 
9,000,000 bushels above the average. 


The rye crop is 7,000,000 bushels w 


smaller and barley about the same as 
last year, while white potatoes exceed 
the 1918 crop by 31,000,000 bushels,
